It is estimated that the 150 licensed
drug stores In the clity have sold the

war. While some of this is legitimate
drug busineass, it is asserted that the
trade mainly consists of sales to per-
son who use these alcoholle prepara-
tions In bevernges. Further, it is stat-
ed, the drupgglsts have bewun the
sale of surrogates for various trade
articles, such surrcgates consisting of

alcohol that ha been allowed to stand |

upon aromaltic seeds, roots and leaves,
or .rhich has been more simply doc-
tored -ip with aniline ingredients,
The drug store trade, in fact, seems to
be carried on without any false pro-
tenses as to the purposes for which
these surrogates aré offered for sale.
